The Wentehester county grand Jury 
today was directed to conduct an in­ 
vestigation into, an alleged attempt to 
tamper with the jury, which heard 
Leonard Kip Rhinelander's annull- 
ment suit against his mulatto wife. 
Frederick Sanford a jtfiror, in thn 
trial, told Justice Morachauser that 
he had beep approached hy a certain 
Yonkers man, who had broached the 
subject of the Rhinelander case. 
“I gathered from his talk that he 
favored Rhinelander and was oppos­ 
ed to inter-racial marriage»,” Sanford 
told Justice Morschauser, who presid­ 
ed at the trial. 
Satiford Faid he had been approach­ 
ed by dther residents of Yonkers dur­ 
ing the trial of the case but he w as 
able to give the name of only one 
man definitely. 
“This sort of thing strikes at the 
foundation of justice,” said Justice 
Morschauser. “Influence «£ outsiders 
brought to bear on a jury is harm­ 
ful. It must stop. I want juries left 
alone while hearing a case.” 
Assistant District Attorney Coyne, 
after talking with Sanford, said the 
evidence would be placed before the 
grand jury and a searching investiga­ 
tion begun.

From far and neat 
will come the champions of the dirt farmer, displaying 
their loves for the man closer to the soil in no uncertain 
melodramatic tones. 
Farmers will be disappointed, bu1 
it is probable that their howl will be the least audible of 
the lot, yet the farmer is the man who is losing the f™** 
of his labors. 
, 
The matter of a cotton report in itself has been tht 
center of considerable controversy. Even in our own state 
have the seeds of discontent been grown and splits have 
appeared here and there as politicians assail the cotton 
association for asking a continuance of the government 
practice of sending out the report. 
Of what advantage is the government report if every 
time the report is issued it is accompanied by a falling 
price? 
Such is the question that is asked by those on the 
outside of the cotton interests, usually men who do not 
have their year’s harvest at stake? 
Is it not reasonable 
to assume that inasmuch as Wall street has control of 
practically everything else, that Wall street will like­ 
wise take advantage of the situation and issue a bearish 
report that is not based on a condition of the crop?
